SANCSrs rote 

RIYADH. Dec. 13 (SP A)— The cabinet, 
meeting under Crown Prince Abdullah, the 
first deputy premier and commander of the 
National Guard, Monday reviewed the 
activities of the Saudi Arabian National 
Center for Science and Technology and its 
future role m the transfer of technology to the 
Kingdom. 

' Acting Information Minister Ahmed Zaki 
Yamani. who is also the minister of pet- 
roleum and mineral resources, said that the 
center wiH seek to solve the Kingdom's prob- 
lems and achieve real development The 
cabinet approved the appointment of an 
inter natio nal expert as a member of 
SANCSTs board of directors. 

The one-hour meeting also discussed and 
approved various agreements that the minis- 
tries of planning and finance and national 
economy would like to sign with foreign gov- 
ernments for the exchange of know-how. It 
empowered the ministers to sign for their 
respective ministries. The cabinet then

Setback for Balsemao 

Ruling party 
trounced in 


local poll 

LISBON, Dec. 13 (R) - Portuguese 
Prime Minister Francisco Pinto Balsemao 
appeared to have suffered a major setback 
after his Social Democratic Party (PSD) 
Monday emerged as the biggest loser in key 
local elections. 

Returns showed a nationwide swing 
against the ruling Democratic alliance in the 
mid-term elections, placing a new strain on 
Balsemao’s shaky rightwing coalition. 

The government has a dear majority in 
parliament, but hardline critics of Balsemao 
within the PSD predicted early general elec- 
tions next year. 

They said he would find it bard to rule if the 
results confirmed computer projections that 
the alliance vote had dropped seven points to 
40 percent. 

The biggest losses were suffered by tbe 
Social Democrats. The PSD s position as Por- 
tugal's largest party now seems threatened 
after groups to the right and left made major 
inroads into its electorate. 

Prof. Freitas do Amaral, whose Christian 
Democratic-party (CDS) made considerable 
gams at tbe expense of the prime minister s 
PSD, called for major political changes if tbe 
alliance's share of the vote fell below 43 or 44 
percent. 

The provisional results showed that former 
Prime Minister Mario Soares's Socialists had 
overtaken the Social Democrats as Portugal’s 
largest party, gaining over 30 percent of the 
votes for the first time sauce 1 976. The result 
indicates that no single party is in sight of 
picking up enough votes in general elections 
to be. a We to govern alone. But it could hasten 
the collapse of the shaky government coali- 
tion, according to Balsemao' s opponents in 
the PSD.

LISBON, Dec. 13 (R) — Portuguese 
opposition 'parties called Monday for the res- 
ignation of Prime Minister Francisco Pinto 
Balsemao’s right-wing government after par- 
ties in his shaky coalition suffered major los- 
ses in local elections. 

The leaders of the Socialist and Commun- 
ist opposition demanded that Balsemao step 
down after his Social Democratic Party 
(PSO) emerged as the biggest loser. 

Balsemao said on television Monday be 
had no intention of resigning and insisted the 
Democratic alliance had a mandate to govern 
until 1984 but his party's losses dealt a seri- 
ous blow to his fragile political position. 

Former Prune Minister Mario Soares, 
whose opposition Socialists captured most of 
tbe alliance’s lost ground, said Balsemao 
should he a good Democrat respect the 
wishes of the electorate and resign. 

Communist leader Alvaro Nunhal, whose 
party's share of the vote remained steady, 
said the affiance had suffered a major defeat 
adding tliat a genera, electiwt which should 
have been called a long time ago.

Bulgaria hand in 
pope case denied 

VIENNA, Dec. 13 (R) — A Bulgarian 
weekly newspaper Monday described 
charges of Bulgarian involvement in last 
year’s assassination attempt on Pope John 
Paul as absurd and said it was much more 
likely that the. U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) and right-wing extremists 
were responsible. 

"The version that Bulgarians or citizens 
and services of another Socialist state were 
accomplices to the Turkish right-wing 
extremist who shot at the pope is an absurd 
one,” the weekly Pogjed said. 

Poghd said h was obvious that certain cir- 
cles wanted the' assailant to come from a 
“Socialist state.” “Tbe terrorist Ali Agca, 
who was caught red-handed, did not say any- 
thing about having any accomplices from the 
Socialist countries. 


TEL AVIV, Dec. 13 (AP) - Defense 
Minister Ariel Sharon has described as 
reasonable the new American- proposal to 
secure the withdrawal of foreign forces from 
Lebanon through U.S. mediation rather than 
direct talks between Israel and Lebanon. 

But Sharon rejected tbe shuttle-diplomacy 
idea as a means for settling the issues of sec- 
urity arrangements for southern Lebanon 
and normalization between the two 
countries. He described these as issues "that 
directly affect the two countries,” and subject 
to resolution by direct negotiations only. 

Talks on starting negotiations between 
Lebanon and Israel were stalled recently 
when Israel insisted that civilian representa- 
tives of tbe two countries meet in Tel Aviv 
and Beirut. 

Reports from Rome, where U.S. Secretary 
of State George Shultz and President Hosni 
Mubarak of Egypt met Monday, said that 
U.S. envoys Philip Habib and Morris Draper 


would return to tbe Middle East soon and 
were to propose that they act as middlemen 
to achieve the withdrawal of Israeli, Syrian 
and Palestinian forces from Lebanon. 

Sharon told reporters Sunday night, “the 
American suggestion to achieve the with-' 
drawal of foreign forces from Lebanon under 
the mediation of Philip Habib and Morris 
Draper seems a reasonable proposal.” 

Deputy Foreign Minister Yehuda Ben- 
Meir rejected the shuttle-diplomacy idea say- 
ing that “an enforceable agreement between 
Israel and Lebanon can only be reached by 
direct negotiations between the two 
countries.” He said that “Israel achieved its 
peace treaty with Egypt only through direct 
negotiations.” 

Israel has been insisting on direct talks with 
Lebanon in tbe two capital cities in an effort 
to win a measure of political recognition from 
Lebanon. It also insists on security guaran- 
tees that southern Lebanon will not again be 
a launching pad for attacks on Israel. 


Arafat, Badran view peace bid 


AMMAN, Dec. 13 (AP) — Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization Chairman Yasser 
Arafat and Jordan's Prime Minister, Mudar 
Badran, discussed Imre Monday a joint effort 
in Middle East peacemaking, the PLO and 
the Jordanian government said. 

The two leaders were flanked by their 
respective aides in a “higher Jordanian- 
Palestinian committee” formed last month 
and charged- with drafting a blueprint for a 
Palestinian- Jordanian confede rati on , accord- 
ing to official statements. 

This is Arafat’s third visit to Jordan since 
he was evicted along with the bulk of his 
co mman dos last August and September from 
Beirut following IsraeFs invasion of Leba- 
non. 
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The Arafat-Badran talks preceded a visit 
to Washington by Jordan’s King Hussein, 
now on a four-day visit to Honolulu, for talks 
with the U.S. administration on an Arab 
League Middle East peace plan and Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan’s initiative. 

Arafat's chief spokesman, Mahmoud 
Labadi, refused to comment on speculation 
that with the PLO leader now in Jordan and 
King Hussein in the United States an indirect 
PLO-U.S. dialogue might be in tbe offing. 

The Reagan plan suggests a Palestinian 
self-rule in “association with Jordan.” The 
Arab plan, adopted in a summit conference at 
Fez, Morocco, last September, calls for the 
creation of an independent Palestinian state 
in the West Bank and Gaza Strip and tacitly 
recognizes Israers right to exist in peace. 

Palestinian and Jordanian sources said the 
Amman talks were aimed at defining the 
future relationship between Jordan and a 
PLO-govemed Palestinian state in the West 
Bank and Gaza.

Poland to lift siege Dec. 31 


WARSAW, Dec. 13 (Agencies) — Martial 
law m Poland will be suspended Dec. 31, 
government spokesman Jerzy Urban said 
Monday. Urban told reporters the Sejm (par- 
liament) will meet on Dec. 18 to pass the 
necessary laws. 

Polish leader Gen. Jaxuzelski announced 
Sunday most remaining martial-law restric- 
tions ^ be lifted in Poland by yeaY s end and 
hinted that amnesty will be considered for 
imprisoned activists of tbe outlawed labor 
movement Solidarity. 

Urban who was speaking as the Sejm 
began the process of approving the legal steps 
needed to suspend martial law said the parli- 
ament was presented with three bills by the 
Council of State, Polantfs collective presir 
deucy. One would empower the council to 
order suspension and, if accessary, reins- 
tatement of martial law. 

A second ser out provisions for the relaxa- 
tion of rules which would accompany suspen- 
sion and the third detailed interim restric- 
tions for the period before military controls 
ended completely. Urban sard the Sejm 
would vote on all three bills on Dec. 18 

A session which had been scheduled for 
Dec. 23 has been cancelled, he said. A further 
session was scheduled some time before the 
end of the year which would make the formal 
suspension decision.

Hundreds die 
as earthquake 
rocks N.lfemen 

SANAA. Dec. 13 (Agencies) — North 
Yemeni President Ah Abdullah Saleh Mon- 
day declared general mobilization after an 
earthtfiake in the Dhamar region, 100 
kflometexs south of here, which claimed hun- 
dreds of lives and destroyed many villages. 
He also headed an extraordinary meeting of 
the Consultative Council, the cabinet and 
senior military leaders. 

The quake, which lasted 40 seconds, was 
felt throughout the country. Damage was 
reported in 77 villages as well as the towns of 
Ans, Anez, Hada and Jahran. Tbe tremor 
measured 3.4 on the Richter scale, according 
to an expert from the Yemeni Civil Aviation 
and Meteorological Department. 

In the capital, residents said it was the 
worst earthquake in living memory. There 
was a severe crack in a very high mountain at 
Ma’ereb, east of here. Experts expect after- 
shocks. 

Khamenei leads 
in Iranian poll 

NICOSIA, Dec. 1 3 ( AP) — Iranian Presi- 
dent Ali Khamenei and Parliament Speaker 
Hashemi Rafs&njani topped the list of pros- 
pective winners for Tehran in last week’s 
assembly of experts elections, according to 
partial results of foe vote count, the official 
Iranian news agency. IRNA, said Monday. 

Other frontrunners m the Iranian capital 
according to votes counted by 1 000 local time 
(0630GMT), were Islamic prosecutor Gen- 
eral Musavi Ardabili, Ali Meshkini, 
Muhammad Inwmi Kashani and Muhammad 
Gfiaai. IRNA said. 

However, IRNA quoted Tehran Governor 
Ali Asghar Ha ji as saying the order might 
change as the counting of votes was still con- 
tinuing. 

The Iranians went to the polls last Friday to 
elect an 83-member assembly of experts from 
146 ca n didates, mostly religious scholars or 
supporters of th&Islamic regime . All Iranians, 
male and female, over the age of 15 were 
eligible to vote. 

The assembly of experts will chase a person 
or a council to succeed Iran's leader, Ayatol- 
lah Khomeini in case of the ailing 83-year-old 
patriarch’s death. 

Iranian announcements on election day 
said the turnout exceeded all expectations 
despite the freezing temperatures and was 
“particularly overwhelming” in the- Kurdish 
populated provinces.

Tbe bill would end summary 
court proceedings except in special cases, and 
terminate routine censorship of mail and 
telephone calls. 

It would also restore rhe right to strike but 
within the strict limits of a new trade union 
bill passed in October. In addition the right of 
assembly would be restored. 

But many of the economic and employ- 
ment restrictions applied to militarized 
enterprises under martial law will be retained 
during the interim suspension period, accord- 
ing to the -thud draft bin. 

For example an employee cannot resign 
unless his employer consents, and taking pan 
in a protest or “sowing discord” can bring 
immediate dismissal. 

Earlier the Polish head of state, Henry Jab- 
lonski, told the parliament, or Sejm that new 
temporary restrictions to protect Polish sec- 
urity and the Socialist economy would remain 


in place but that after Jan. 1, the government 
would grant partial amnesty to Poles who 
played minor rotes during the nation’s social 
and economic crisis. 

Restrictions on public gatherings wonld be 
lifted Jan. 1. The ban on public gatherings 
through December could preclude official 
approval of a speech Solidarity leader Lech 
Walesa has said he plans to give Wednesday 
in Gdansk, on the 12th anniversary of food 
riots in which scores of Polish workers were 
slain. 

Wednesday also is the first anniversary of 
the slaying of nine workers at Wnjek coal 
mine in Silesia. The victims were participat- 
ing in an occupation strike to protest martial 
law’s imposition. 

Jablonski said that tbe council of ministers, 
which comprises the Polish executive, should 
be empowered to reinstate the rigors of mar- 
tial law in response to any threats to public 
order. 


A right step , U.S. says 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AFP) — 
United States government sources said PoH 
ish leader Gen. Wojdecb Jaruzelskfs 
announcement of an imminent suspension 
of the state of siege was a “step in the right 
direction” but no cause for an immediate 
lifting of economic sanctions. 

“We will only consider lifting the 
economic sanctions once the Polish gov- 
ernment has taken concrete steps,” said 
State Department spokesman Anita Stoc- 
k&n. 

A White House spokesman said privately 
that the U.S. conditions for lifting sanctions 
would have to be met before relations bet- 
ween the two countries could be mended. 

In London official sources said Western 
governments are taking a guarded stand in 
assessing the implications of Poland's deri- 
sion to suspend martial law. 

The action, hedged by continuing 
emergency powers, seemed to fall short of 
Western hopes and it wonld take time 
before its significance could be properly 
fudged, the sources said. 

Walesa gets 
freedom prize 

STOCKHOLM, Dec. 13 (R) — TWo lib- 
eral Scandinavian newspapers Monday 
awarded a freedom prize to Lech Walesa, 
leader of Polands banned Solidarity trade 
union. 

Sweden's Dagens Nyhettr and Denmark’s 
PoUdken said the 50,000 Swedish crown ($ 
7,000) prize went to Walesa for his and Sol- 
idarity’s “ straggle for the right to live in 
freedom and truth. ” 

“ The struggle has encompassed European 
civilization's most important values : democ- 
racy, justice, pluralism, tolerance, respect for 
human life,” Monday’s edition of Dageiu 
Nyheter said. 


Western diplomats said it was disappoint- 
ing that the 12-month-old martial law 
regime was being suspended, not finally 
scrapped. 

In Moscow, tbe official Soviet news 
agency Tass, emphasized Jaruzelskfs warn-, 
ing to “adversaries of the regime. 

In a dispatch datelined Warsaw, Tass also 
highlighted Jaruzelskfs warning to those 
who think tbe suspension will open the way 
to “a second round” of trouble in Poland. 

The - news agency said nothing about 
Jaruzelskfs statement that “clemency” 
measures would be applied to political pris- 
oners where “socially justified.” 

The foreign office of the independent 
Polish trade union Solidarity Monday 
rejected tbe partial lifting of martial law in 
Poland as a “cosmetic” move to placate 
Western public opinion and money lenders. 

The easing of military rule solved “none 
of the burning political social and economic 
problems,” Jerzy Milewsky, the head of Sol- 
idarity's said in Brussels.

Move to drop * zero option’ alarms Bonn 


BONN, Dec. 13 (AFP) — The West Ger- 
man government is becoming increasingly 
concerned over indications in Washington 
and among its domestic opposition that the 
Atlantic allies -are dropping their commit- 
ment to the “zero option” in nuclear disar- 
mament 

Under the option, put forward by U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan in November last 
year, the Soviet Union would dismantle all its 
SS-4, SS-5 andSS-20 missiles against cancel- 
lation of North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO) plans to deploy 572 new missiles in 
Europe late next year. 

Cffinstian-Democratk Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl has repeatedly reiterated his commit- 
ment to the zero option. 

But senior officials of allied governments, 
and even NATO Secretary-General Joseph 
Li ms. have voiced indications that the west 
might be prepared to step down a bit. 

It was rumored in Washington last week 
that the administration planned to “revise” 
tbe option, while the New York Times 
reported that Moscow was about to offer to 
cut 50 percent of its Euromissfles in exchange 
for scrapping the NATO deployment. 

Meanwhile, reports that -Washington was 


retting up a new military headquarters in Bri- 
tain, capable of taking over from the Stuttgart 
command in case of conflict, drew anxious 
reactions here Monday. 

Opposition Social-Democratic spokesman 
Karsten Voigt described the reported plan — 
denied in London — as “worrying” and 
demanded that Christian Democratic Chan- 
cellor Helmut Kohl give “detailed explana- 
tion” of U.S. intentions. 

Bonn Secretary of State for Defense 
Peter-Kurt Wuerzbach reassured the opposi- 
tion that the U.S. move was simply a precau- 
tion, adding that the new headquarters was 
being set up to show tbe Soviet Union that 
Washington was not abandoning Europe. 

But the press was highly critical of the pro- 
ject. The left-wing liberal Frankfurter 
Rundschau wrote that Washington did “not 
appear to grasp the fear currently gripping a 
large part of the West German population”. 

The daily added that the Americans should 
clearly explain their plans or they “could be 
suspected of losing interest in tbe NATO 
(North Atlantic Treaty Organization) for- 
ward defense strategy which protects West 
Germany against a possible invasion by War- 
saw Pact troops”.

BAHRAIN, Dec. 13 (R) — A high-level 
review of economic relations between Britain 
and Saudi Arabia began Monday in Riyadh, a 
British spokesman in the Kingdom said. 

The talks come soon after Saudi Arabia 
expressed displeasure over Britain's failure 
this month to receive an Arab League mis- 
sion on Middle-Bast peace which included a 
representative of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO). 

But the British spokesman said the current 
meeting of the British- Saudi Joint Economic 
Commission, expected to last two or three 
days, had been scheduled a long time ago and 
was not related to the Arab peace mission. 

Riyadh Radio said on Saturday that British 
relations with the Arab world would be 
‘‘greatly affected” unless Britain dropped 

Staribacher, 
Solaim view 
expanded trade 

RIYADH, Dec. 13 (SPA) — Commerce 
Minister Dr^o liman A. Solaim held talks 
here Monday with visiting Austrian Industry 
and Commerce Minister Dr. Josef 
Staribacher and his delegation. Expanding 
the base of trade exchange between the two 
countries and promoting cooperation in gen- 
eral figured in the talks. They also discussed 
exchanging participation in trade exhibitions 
held in both countries. 

Deputy Commerce Minister *Dr. Abdul 
Rahman Al-Z amil attended the meeting. 
The Austrian minister invited Dr. Solaim to 
attend the inauguration of a trade fair to be 
held in Vienna .in September, 1983. Saudi 
Arabia is the second largest trade partner for 
Austria outside Europe. 

Dr. Staribacher also conferred earlier in 
the day Monday with Agriculture and Water 
Minister Dr. Abdul Rahman AJ-Sheikh to 
discuss cooperation in agricultural and water 
sectors. The meeting was attended by Sal™- 
Water Conversion Corporation (SWCQ 
Governor Abdullah Al-Ghulaiga and 
Undersecretary for Water Affair e Abdullah 
Al-Musaed. 
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what it called such a pro-Israeli stance. 

The British side in the talks is led by the 
Deputy Undeiseretary in the Department of 
Trade Alan Titcbener and the Saudi side by 
Abdulla Alireza, a deputy minis ter in the 
'foreign ministry. 

Britain exported 988 milli on sterling ($ 
1 -59 billion) worth of goods to the Kingdom 
between January and September this year. 
Saudi Arabian exports to Britain, nearly all 
oil, were worth 1.2 billion sterling (two bil- 
lion dollars) in the same period. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 — Saudi 
Arabia is e xamini ng several American 
proposals on cooperation in outer space, 
the London-based Askarq AI-Awsat 
reported Monday. Officials of NASA, the 
National Aeronautic Space Administra- 
tion, told the Kuwaiti News Agency that 
cooperation could be established with Saudi 
Arabia in that field. 

The issue was discussed by Dr. Reda 
Ubaid, the bead of the Saudi Arabian 
National Center for Science and Technol- 
ogy (SANCST) when he called on NASA 
last October. Dr. UbakT s talks also covered 
.the transfer of technology and scientific- 


research plans. The proposals would have - 
Saudi Arabia receive scientific data through 
artificial satellites. The latter could also 
help in Kingdom prospect for minerals and 
explore subterranean waters. A program 
could also be devised to detect swarms of 
locusts that ravage crops in the area. 

NASA's proposals also call for working 
out a telecommunications program, establ- 
ishing a regional data bank, and drawing up 
maps to show the Kingdom's main agricul- 
tural areas and water points. Cooperation 4 
between the two countries in those fields is 
still in the first phase. .

BEIRUT- Dec. 1 3 (AP) — Factional fight- 
ing escalated in northern and central Leba- 
non Monday, claiming 29 more lives in 
night-long combat between Christian and 
Muslim militiamen southeast of Beirut and 
rival Muslim sects in the northern port city of 
Tripoti. police reported. 

The report was made as U.S. presidential 
envoys Philip C. Habib and Monis Draper 
prepared to return to the Middle East to try 
anew to arrange a withdrawal of Israeli, 
Syrian and Palestinian forces from Lebanon. 
The nationalist Beirut newspaper Al -liwa 
quoted unnamed Lebanese government 
sources as saying Habib would try as a first 
step to arrange partial Israeli pullback from 
Lebanon's embattled central mountains. 

Such a pullback will open the way for the 
dispatch of a special Lebanese disengage- 
ment force made up of three police and army 


battalions to move into the troubled moun- 
tain areas and re-establish law and order, the 
paper said. It did not elaborate. 

Rightist Christian and Nationalist Druze 
Muslim warriors battled with ari tilery, rock- 
ets and machineguns in the central Lebanese 
mou n ta i n town of Aley and, five neighboring 
villages Sunday night and Monday mo rning , 
killing 19 persons and wounding 27, police 
said. Pro-Syrian Alawite militiama n of the 
Arab Democratic Party and Palestinian- 
backed irregulars of a S unni Muslim coalition 
called the “Popular Resistance Movement” 
traded artillery, rocket and mortar fire daring 
the night in Tripoli's slums, killin g 10 persons 
and wounding 35, police reported. 

This brought to 46 dead and 141 wounded 
in the week-long war for dominance of 
Tripoli, Lebanon's second-largest city 80 
kilometers north of Beirut. 


TEL AVIV, Dec. 13 (R) — Israel's Sup- 
reme Court Sunday issued a temporary, ban 
on army demolitions of Arab buddings in the 
occupied West Bank town of Hebron, the 
Israeli news agency Itim reported. 

Arab officials of the Palestinian town had 
asked the court to halt the demolitions on the 
basis that they have sole authority to order 
buddings destroyed in the town center. The 
court gave the Israeli military governor of the 
West Bank 45 days to explain the razmgs, 
according to the report. 


Israeli Housing Minister David Levy has 
said the government will renovate the town 
center and settle Jewish families there. Act- 
ing Mayor Mustafa Natsbe told Reuters that 
under Israeli army supervision, four houses 
had so far been razed. 


. KUWAIT, Dec. 13 (AP) — South 
Yemeni Foreign Minister Abdul Aziz 
Al-Dali was quoted Sunday as saying his 
country was “caught by surprise" by 
Omari's decision to allow U.S, Marines to 
conduct the recent “Jade Tiger” maneuvers 
on. its territory. 

He said this was in violation of the 
recently-concluded normalization agree- 
ment between the two countries, but he said 
the Aden government has no plans for 
counteraction.

Marines training Lebanese SSSSSS, 


BEIRUT, Dec. 13 (AP) — U.S. Marines 
began training Lebanese Army soldiers 
Monday in “basic infantry skills,'’ Marine 
spokesman Dale Dye said. Dye told the 
Associated Press one company of about 220

Koreans’ death sentence upheld 


SEOUL, Dec. 13 (R) — An appeal court 
upheld death sentences imposed on two 
South Koreans for setting fire to a U.S. cul- 
tural center in March, court officials said. 

Moon Bu-Shik, 22, a former theology stu- 
dent, and unemployed Kim Hyon-Jang, 32, 
have been found guilty of attempting to 
over-throw President Chun Doo H wan's 
government through popular uprisings by 
attacking the center in the southeast city of 
Pusan. 

Mioon admitted organizing the fire but Kim 


denied master-minding it, although he ack- 
nowledged taking part in a 1978 armed upris- 
ing in the southwest city of Kwangju. They 
can make a final appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 

They were among 16 persons convicted in 
connection with the arson in Husan, the most 
violent anti- American act in South Korea for 
20 years, which killed a South Korean stu- 
dent and caused damage estimated at 
$200,000. More than 1,000 Christian clerics 
and lay people in the country have sent a 


petition to President Chun asking him to 
spare the lives of the condemned men, religi- 
ous sources said. 

The court commuted life sentences on two 
female theology students, Kim Un-Suk, 23, 
and Lee Mi-Ok, 20, to 10 year£ imprison- 
ment It confirmed or reduced jail terms for 
the other defendants, four of whom had their 
sentences suspended. A Roman Catholic 
priest Choi Ki-Sik. 39, had his three-year jail 
sentence upheld for sheltering Kim

SAN JOSE, California, Dec. 13 (R) — 
Rick Bowen, whose wife Susan became criti- 
cally ill after apparently taking a headache 
relief capsule containing cyanide, has agreed 
to undergo a lie detector test police said. 
Bowen 29, a San Jose newspaper circulation 
manager, was to have taken die test last week 
but canceled it after talking to a lawyer. 

Hundreds of California shops removed 
Maximum Strength Anadn 111 capsules 
from their shelves when Bowen reported he 
had bought a bottle of the capsules the night 
before his 30-year-old wife began foaming at 
the mouth and collapsed. State health 
authorities said cyanide had been found in 
three of the capsules Bowen had reported 
buying and in body fluids taken from his wife 
after she was admitted to hospital on Nov. 26. 

Hospital officials said Mrs. Bowen was hav- 
ing trouble pronouncing words, indicating 
residual brain damage. The state health 
authorities said they had tested 10.000 Ana- 
rin in and had found no more 

traces of cyanide.

When Miss Huebers was bora on Dec. 19, 
1962, her mother claimed McCartney was 
the father. But the multimillionaire pop star 
has consistently denied the claim. 

According to British press reports, lawyers 


acting for McCartney nevertheless paid a 
total of 66,000 marks — then worth 5.500 
pounds ($8,855) — to Mrs. Huebers and her 
daughter in June 1966. Half the money was 
reportedly paid into a trust fund to cover Miss 
Huebers* needs until she was 18 years old. 

In 1965. Mrs. Huebers married West 
German airman Hans Werner Huebers bat 
the marriage ended 10 years later.

The Law of the Sea agreement has been signed by a majority of 
U.N. members after spending nine years in preparing. the colossal 
document. Conspicuously absent was the United States ' which 
opposed some of its clauses. Other advanced Western states followed 
suit for the same reasons. 

What these states want is clear. They want to have the license to 
mine the resources of the sea wherever they may be, even those 
under the territorial sovereignty of other member states. They have 
the wealth and the technology to do that for the next few decades. 

The less developed states together witb the Communist Bloc 
feared that they may be thus shortchanged by the West. But perhaps 
a compromise should have been attempted even at the expense of 
delaying the ratification. 

The West might have dangled the technology bait and pledged 
closer cooperation with the other states in exploiting their sea beds. 
Some kind of a modus vtvendi should have evolved the way It was 
with the utilization of ofl and other minerals through Western tech- 
nology and expertise. At first, the oil producers were diddled for a 
song but in due course a more reasonable method was found to 
regulate producers’ relations with the big companies. 


EGYPT’S RETURN 


Under Mubarak, Egypt has been slowly but steadily coming back 
into the mainstream of Arab politics. Mubarak has all but buried the 
Camp David accords after Israel had shown that it had no interest at 
all in talking about Palestinian rights or even genuine internal auton- 
omy. 

The U.S. too has abandoned Camp David in favor of the Reagan 
plan for a peaceful settlement.' This too was rejected by Israel. 
Although the Arab summit did not reject the Reagan plan at least it 
""presented its own while Israel has not produced anything smacking of 
a desire to have a meaningful peace. 

Egypt is already playing a role in Lebanon and has considerably 
improved its con tacts with Iraq and other Arab states which had been 
boycotting it. 

A fuHscak comeback by Egypt may not be in the offing just now 
but a trend is noticeable as the country is convinced that Camp David 
is dead and that Israel does not really want genuine peace as long as it 
l can impose its will by force. > 


Saudi Arabian press review 


* Justice ministers from the Gulf 
Cooperation Council (GCC) will

BUENOS AIRES, — 

A week of unprecedented civilian unrest in 
Argentina has ended with the military government 
refusing to recognize any grounds for its own 
increasing unpopularity. 

The last seven days have seen a general strike 
which paralyzed the country, a tense 2 4- hour 
"march of resistance" by human rights groups,a 
mass political rally in central Buenos Aires and 
dramatic protests by veterans of the Falklands 
(Malvinas) war at a ceremony in their honor. 
Civilian leaders have warned the military that their 
credibility is exhausted and that elections promised 
for late 1983 should be brought forward. 

But the seven-year-old government, accused by 
the political parties of making the country bank- 
rupt, violating human rights, condoning widespread 
corruption and irresponsibly waging a disastrous 
war with Britain, has blamed the protests on small 
groups of agitators. 

Following Monday’s work stoppage, the only 
official comment came from Interior Minister 
Llamil Resto who said union demands for economic 


policy changes, a speedy return to democracy and 
the lifting of trade union activity restrictions did not 
come under his portfolio. 

The day after the union protest, 30,000 radical 
party supporters marched through streets of the 
capital clamoring for an end to military dictatorship 
and demanding" the firing-squad for all the military 
who sold out the nation.” 

At a rally the same day. Rani AJfonsin, a center- 
left leader seeking the presidency, called for the 
creation of a national movement to fight “not only 
for the military to get out but for them never to 
return.” Roars of- approval greeted his criticism if 
“the Malvinas- adventure," reflecting the continu- 
ing. public frustrations with the armed forces six 
months after they surrendered the islands they had 
occupied for only 74 days. 

War conscripts’ accusations of cruelty, neglig- 
ence, cowardice and lack of organization tty some of 
their officers exploded last weekend in a dramatic 
protest at a medal-awarding ceremony near Buenos 
Aires. Eyewitnesses said about 300 veterans lay 
down and banged their fists on the ground, encour- 
aged by watching relatives and neighbors and even 


by some soldiers currently doing military service. 
The army high command blamed the inddents, 
which included the chanting of anti-military 
slogans, on small politically-inspired groups. 

Federal police similarly played down the “ march 
of resistance” organized by relatives and friends of 
between 6,000 and 30,000 people who disappeared 
during the military's anti-gwmfc crackdown in the 
late 1970s. A televised police, communique after 
the vigil ended on Friday said “some mothers and 
grandmothers of the terrorists of the past” took part 
in the demonstration, which had been mainly 
attended by marginal subversive groups. 

The issue of tbe “disappeared’ is the thorniest of 
a number which the military are seeking to negoti- 
ate witb the political parties before ceding power. 
Political sources said the government was preparing 
a package of measures which would include an 
admission that some innocent people were mistre- 
ated or killed in the anti-guerrilla campaign. 

But at the same time, an amnesty would be 
declared for all members of the armed forces who 
committed what the sources termed “excesses dur- 
ing the campaign.” The majority parties have kept a 
low profile on the subject of the missing people 


despite mounting pressure from human rights 
groups. ' 

Bur following the discovery of hundreds of 
unmarked graves throughout the country/the press 
has begun to sharpen its previously-obliqiie refer- 
ences to the so-called “dirty" war” and its "exces- 
ses.” Last week, political columnist Luis Gregorich 
of the popular satirical magazine Humor dared the 
parties to say publicly “what the whole country 
knows, the open secret that can no longer be sil- 
ence: the immense majority of the disappeared 
were executed on the orders of the military 
authorities and their bodies were concealed or des- 
troyed by various; means. Many innocent people 
were among the dead. The polity of extermination 
- was wrong and unnecessary.” • 

Up to .250,000 people are expected to take part 
next Thursday in a mass march to press for an 
unconditional return to democracy, called by the 
five parties which won most votes m the last elec- 
tions in 1973. Government officials have expressed 
concern over possible incidents during the march, 
but have also made it dear they do not consider the 
military govenunenifs survival is at stake. (R)

SCORN ICESTI, Romania —

In the surrounding towns, horse-drawn carts 
struggle along mud streets, while stores are few and 
many of their shelves are empty. But Scomicesti 
appears to enjoy the favor of government planners. 

The contrast is just one sign of the personality 
cuh that surrounds Ceausescu — an old-fashioned 
style of adulation that reaches into nearly every 
aspect of daily life in Romania and is an anachron- 
ism in Eastern Europe today. A year of government 
shuffles, lengthening food lines and chronic con- 
sumer shortages has done little to lessen the official 
Ceausescu cult. Foreign observers compare it with 
those that were built up around Stalin, Mao and 
Tito. “He runs this place like a king," said one 
Western envoy. "Officially, there can be no critic- 
ism of him because be can do no wrong.” 

The 64-year-old president’s words and pictures 
are everywhere in the tired-looking capital of

In small villages and along country roads stand 
countless signs lauding Ceausescu as a leader 
“loved by his people.” On an official level, 
Ceausescu has filled the government with his family 
members and wiped out nearly all signs of dissent. 
Ceausescu's wife. Elena, a deputy premier, is one of 
the most powerful figures in both the party and state 
hierarchy. His son Nicu is head of the country's 
comm unis t youth group. 

Ceausescu brothers hold leading posts in the 
army, parliam ent, the agricultural minis try, the dip- 
lomatic corps and stSdntda, the party paper. His 
brother-in-law, Vasile Barbulescu, is a party central 
committee member, and two other children hold 
prestigious jobs at research institutes. “This gov- 
ernment is basically a one-man show, more so than 
any other government I've seen," said a West 
European diplomat. “ By surrounding himself with 
family members, he bolsters his rule.” 

Local residents say that’s the way things are tradi- 
tionally done in Romania. “Our country has always 
been ruled by a strongman,” said a Bucharest 
businessman. 

In Scornicesti. the home of Ceausescu’s parents 
— a peasant couple with 10 children — has been 
turned into a memorial dosed to visitors, while the 
municipal museum houses a collection praising the. 
president. In a room containing pictures of a youth- 
ful Ceausescu during his early party years, one si g n 


reads: “Never was a leader so loved by his people ” 
Viators to the National Museum in Bucharest 
can see 10 special Ceausescu halls filled with gifts 
and memorabilia, highlighting what guide books 
call the party chiefs “revolutionary passion.” Since 
taking over as party chief in 1965, Ceausescu has 
tightened his hold cm this Balkan country, fre- 
quently changing top officials and granting more 
family members key government jobs. 


Ceausescu has blamed leading Romanian offi- 
cials for the country's worsening domestic 
economy, firing some for alleged failures to follow 
party programs, others for inefficiency or outright 
corruption. In May and June, he ousted Prime 
Minister Hie Verde t, who had held the job since 
1978. and five deputy prime ministers. The chair- 
man of the country’s central planning commission 
and at least three other cabinet ministers also were 
fired in separate shakeups. 


- Ceausescu has also apparently ordered large- 
scale reshuffles in the agriculture and foreign trade 
ministries. “By pointing your fingers elsewhere, 
you keep your own image intact,” says one Western 
diplomat, who like others here asks not to be iden- 
tified. During his early years as party chief, Nicolae 
Ceausescu gained a reputation as a maverick among 
Soviet Bloc leaders, earning a measure of genuine 
popularity with Romanians, who are known for 
their tr aditio nal dislike of Russians. 

But Ceausescu takes few chances. Romania has 


one of the most extensive and efficient secret police 
networks in Eastern Europe, creating an underlying 
atmosphere of suspicion and fear throughout the 
country. > 

In 1968, Ceausescu declined to send Romanian 
troops to support the Soviet invasion of Czechos- 
lovakia. He still refuses to allow Warsaw Pact 
. troops in his country. Ceausescu embarked on a 
crash industrialization program against Moscow’s 
wishes, but food lines and shortages of goods are 
still commonplace. . ~ 

Although some dements of Geansescu’s foreign 
policy are unusual for an East European leader, he 
-has never tried to pull out of the Warsaw Fact nor 
have his domestic policies ever threatened Soviet 
policies. 

Diplomats -here describe Ceausescu as a hard- 
working and non-charisma tic leader who neither 
smokes nor drinks and who identifies his country’s 
interests with his own. “In his eyes, he is Romania,” 
says one diplomat. “He's the last of the old-line 
Stalinists.” (AP). 






Marcos rivals ineffective

MANILA — 


The Philippine opposition has yet to mount a 
strong, effective challenge to President Ferdinand 
Marcos, whose recent crackdowns on labor unions; 
the church and the media prove he is still very much 
in com man d. 

The crackdowns did not trigger what the opposi- 
tion hoped for — popular anger and street demon- 
strations, which would shake and eventually topple 
the government. Last August, before an official 
visit to the United States, Marcos hauled in 68 
left-wing labor leaders, led by 79-year-old Felix- 
berto Olalia, who openly advocated popular rebe- 
llion. No strikes erupted, and there were no large- 
scale labor demonstrations or protests while Presi- 
dent Marcos and virtually his entire cabinet were in 
the United States for three weeks. 

The president then struck at the so-called “ rebel 
priests," having six Roman Catholic priests and two 
nuns arrested in the troubled Samar province of the 
central Philippines. 

A dialogue finally began between the church and 
the military on Nov. 16. Defease Minister Juan 
Ponce Emile dominated the talks, white most of the 
assembled bishops stuck to a conservative line. 

Again, religious groups and organizations failed 
to take to the streets or to protest what Jaime Car- 


dinal Sin, archbishop of Manila, said was “persecu- 
tion" of the church. And when last Tuesday Presi- 
dent Marcos cracked down on the opposition publi- 
cation We Forum and arrested editor-publisher Jose 
Burgos and nine of his staffers and contributors, 
there was hardly any street protest. 

Tbe We Forum group was charged with launching 
a propaganda campaign with communist and urban 
guerrilla groups to topple the government. A group 
of about 2,000 demonstrators staged a protest Fri- 
day in front of the armed forces headquarters in 
Manila. Most of them were women, mainly journal- 
ists and nuns. 


The opposition in the Philippines is made. up of 
traditional political parties advocating the restora- 
tion of a Western-style democracy, the communist 
New People's Array (NPA) and the secessionist 
More National Liberation Front. 


Tbe first is largely represented by the United 
Nationalist Democratic Organization (UNIDO) 
whose leaders have repeatedly warned President 
Marcos be faces an imminent popular uprising 
unless he resigns or tones down his regime, but 
there is no sign of such a rebellion. The NPA's ranks 
continue to grow, mainly in the countryside, but 
their estimated present guerrilla strength of about 
5,000 remains far short of the 30,000 to 40,000 
required to shake the government;^)

The mystery of ‘Deep Throat’

As 1 went over the material in my files, 
much of which I had forgotten. I was soon 
re -experiencing the revelations of countless 
•dues, and thinking again about the names of 
people who could have been Deep Throat, 
some of whom I knew well, others not at all. I 
prepared a master list of the names — there 
were over one hundred. However, if my 
assumption was correct that Woodward was 
truthful in saying it was one person, then 1 
knew my list of candidates would be nar- 
rowed as I crossed off any name that did not 
appear on every index card; Le_ if Deep 
Throat was one person, his name would have 
to be among those who I thought could have 
known a particular fact at the time Wood- 
ward said . he'd learned it. and his name 
should appear on every card. After this pro- 
cess. my list was down to thirty-five names — 
and limited to five agencies. Justice, the U.S. 
attorney’s office, the FBL the Whhe House, 
and the Secret Service. 

To limit the candidates even further. I took 
note of what Woodward had said about the 
habits of Deep Throat; Le.. be smoked, drank 
alcohol, knew literature well, acted like a spy 
with his secret moves, and was dearly a noc- 
turnal person, with their many pre-dawn 
meetings- While I didn't know all the people 
on my list well enough to be certain, this 
information did eliminate a few who dearly 
had to be disqualified if Woodward was being 
truthful. • 

Everyone on my list "could” have been 
Deep Throat because each “could” have had 
the information Deep Throat gave Wood- 
ward. But the distance between "could” and 
“did 1 ' was great and the list was still very 
long. 

I dedded 1 would attempt to narrow my 
candidates with an abbreviated continuation 
of my investigation, i je_. I would focus on die 
first and last reported conversations that 
Woodward had with Deep Throat. 

That last conversation, repotted on page 
333 oiAUtke President 'sMen, was very short 
and simple: “one. or more of the tapes con- 
tained deliberate erasures.” This message 
from Deep Throat was passed to Woodward 
in a garage somewhere in Washington the 
first week of November 1973. Woodward 
and Bernstein reported in their book that, 
after receiving it. Carl “began falling sources 
at the White House. Four of them said they 
had learned that the tapes were of poor qual- 
ity. that there were ‘gaps’ in some conversa- 
tions. But they did not know whether these 
tod" been caused by erasures.” They also 
observed that the story they wrote anonym- 
ously quoted Deep Throat’s remark that 
there were gaps of “a suspicious nature” that 
"could lead someone to conclude that the 
tapes have been tampered with.” . . 

Quoting Deep Throat, even anonymously, 
:v was unusual, for. according to; Woodward's 
early statement in the book regarding the 
ground rules with Deep Throat, he had 
agreed never to do so- 
In The Final Days. Woodward and Berns- 
tein reconstructed the events surrounding the 
discovery of the erased tape in detail. Accord- 
ing to this account, the president and his new 
chief of staff Alexander Haig, had told 
Nixon’s in-house Watergate lawyer. Fred 
Buzhandt. of a gap. with buzzes, early in 
October 1973. after Rose Maty Woo* 
reported to the president that she tod acci- 
dentally erased a portion of the tape. But 
none of them felt there was anything to be 
concerned about, because they didn't believe 
the problem tape was among those sub- 
poenaed to be turned over to Judge Sirica. 

According to this account of the period, 
none of the White House staff had heard the 
tapes except the president, Haldeman. Steve 
Bull. Rose Mary Woods — and the Secret 
Service. Buzhardt was not permitted to hear 
the tapes until Nov. ] 4 and be immediately 
discovered the 18 Vi-minute gap — filled 
with buzzes and sounding much like Deep 
Throat had described it to Woodward some 
six to seven days earlier. Thus Woodward’s 
source had been told of its condition — and 
this was a very small group: Nixon. Haig. 
Woods. Bull and possibly Haldeman — - or 
someone who was very dose to one of these 
people or closely connected with the tapes, 
like the Secret Service.. 

Without a doubt. I could make a very 
strong case that Woodward's friend tod to be 
on the White House staff or in the Secret 
Service. And my list of Secret Service and 
White House candidates was rather Unuted- 
possibty too limi ted. Still, flushing Deep 
Throat from the group would be very tricky, 
for I still tod little more than my analysis and 
hunches to go on. 

It tod been ten years since Deep Throat 
first started giving information to Woodward 
about Watergate. I had narrowed the field to 
the White House and Secret Service. I'd 
moved to the edge, but I needed to do more 
than an armchair analysis if I was going to 
uncover Deep Throat’s identity. I was 
scheduled to travel to Washington. D.C.. in 
early April, so I dedded to meet with my own 
special source from The Washington Post — 
“Deep Thought” — with the hope of expedit- 
ing ray inquiry. (Deep Thought* for the 
record, is not to be mistaken for anything 
other than what he is. a composite character. 
Deep Thought is actually two people, two 
excellent sources within The Washington 
Post. Both have been told that 1 am referring 
to them by this pseudonym, but neither is 
aware that the other has been my source.) 

...Deep Thought tojd me. many people 
began to wonder if Deep Throat might have 
been a fiction. Ben Bradlee apparently 
insisted that he be told the identity of. Wood- 
ward’s friend at that time, to make sure that 
the Fast not be totally humiliated and. indeed 
tarred and feathered for the greatest Jour- 
nalistic fraud of all time. “I think several peo- 
ple learned about Woodward’s friend at that 
rime.” Deep Thought speculated. 

“Tell you something else." Deep Thought 
added at another point in our conversation. 
"Woodward told several of us. when he was 
working on his book, that he had deliberately 
'disguised the presentation of Deep Throat to 

throw people off the track- So don’t read that 

book as all fact about his friend”. 


Deep Thought's remark about Wood- 
ward’s deliberately distorting the portrait of 
his friend in his book made me wonder if it 
was possible to use anything in the book as a 
reliable clue. And if I could not — • how could 
I unravel this mystery? At one point in our 
conversation Deep Thought had advised me 
to rely on my own instincts. "You know all 
the possible players. Follow your hunches.” 
He was probably right. I could only be able to 
glean so much from AM Ac President 'sMen - 
tuid Washington Post articles — and the rest 
would have to come from developing other 
sources and pursuing my hunches. 

What did my hunches tell me? My 
strongest instinct had always been that Deep 
Throat was a composite character, a fiction. 
Despite these feelings- 1 believed Woodward 
was an honorable person: thus, if he claimed 
it was one person. 1 accepted that fact — as 
fact. My next hunch placed that peson on the 
Whhe House staff — but the quick check of 
my top candidates had put them nut of the 
running. Based on my analysis of who could 
have known about the 1 8 Ya -minute erasure 
ou the court-subpoenaed tape during the first 
week of November 1 973. 1 had narrowed the 
Whire House candidates down to Alexander 
Haig and Steve Bull. The others who were 
privy to the buzz on the tape were very 
unlikely — Nixon. Rose Mary Woods. Fred 
Buzhardt. and Bob Haldeman. I later had 
dismissed Bull because he would not have 
bees in a position to learn about the FBrs 
investigation, and Haig because he tod been 
out of the country at the time Woodward had 
a very important conversation with Deep 
Throat. October 9. 1972. 



‘DEEP THROAT* ? : As former U-S- 
President Richard Nixon’s chief of staff, 
Alexander Haig was in a position to know 
■ everything that was going on in the While 
House during the Watergate crisis. 

I knew I was not the only one who had a 
strong hunch that Deep Throat could have 
been Alexander Haig. Only a few months 
earlier a Time magazine reporter, John 
Stacks, had stopped by my office to discuss 
this possibility. Stacks told me that to and 
Sandy Smith had been quietly investigating 
this prospect and wanted to know my reac- 
tion, since they understood that I too was 
working on this question. I had told Stacks at 
that time that the records indicated that Haig 
tod been in Paris with his boss, Henry Kis- 
singer, on October 9, 1972, and was thus 
unavailable for a vital pre-dawn rendezvous 
with Woodward. 

Haig had been a long and strong hunch that 
had not borne out during my initial check. 
But, given Deep Thought 5 s admonition about 
not treating Woodward’s depiction of events 
as feet, I wondered if I should look at Haig 
again. Logic alone should have directed me 
that way, but I was following hunches, plus 
curiosity, and these were leading me right 
toward the Secret Service. Besides, I knew 
that others had looked at Haig and had not 
been able to make the case, so I was more 
inclined to plow where others had failed to 
look. After all, this was as much a process bf 
e limina tion as anything else; if I didn’t suc- 
ceed in finding Deep Throat in the Secret 
Service, then at least one more location for 
Woodward’s friend would be eliminated. 

Given the time, effort, and information we 
had uncovered about the whereabouts of 
Woodward's friend, it was now fairly certain 
that to must have been on. the White House 
staff. This would be an advantage, for it 
would be far easier for me to run down infor- 
mation on my former colleagues than to bat- 
tle the bureaucracy in the other places in 
government we had been searching. 

Before me were nine names, former mem- 
bers of the Nixon White House staffwbo I felt 
“could” have tod foe information that Deep 
Throat gave to Bob Woodward. There was no 
way to know this for certain, because people 
who work at the White House develop many 
and widespread relationships with others on 
the White House staff itself — and through all 
these personal channels flow hard informa- 
tion, rumor, and gossip. 

The list tod originally been prepared in 
1978, when. Xd fint sorted through all the 
information about Deep Throat. Now that I 
had eliminate d every agency except the 
White House as the venue from winch Deep 
' Throat operated, I was studying anew the list 
and my notes about why I had selected each 
as a candidate. Hie rime tod come to narrow 
the list to the most viable candidates. 

• Chuck Colson was tuned into almost every- 
thing at the Nixon White House. He certainly 
knew ab out Howard Hunt and Gordon 
Liddy in general; and to knew much about 
the Watergate investigation in particular. 
One special bit of information that Deep 
Throat had given Woodward had resulted in 
my including Chuck. On Oct. 9. 1972, Deep 
Throat revealed that John Ehrlichman had 
told Howard Hunt to “leave town.” Ehrlich- 1 
man has always denied this, but I was the one 
who passed this order on to Hunt, and I did so 


in Ehriichmafi’s office, while Colson was pre- 
sent. 

But Chuck Colson did not seem a very 
likely Deep Throat. He was coo loyal to 
Nixon, and too deeply involved in many of 
the notorious activities to have risked playing 
the double-agent rote. Also, he had received 
too much unfavorable press coverage from 
Woodward and Bernstein to be such an 
important source; while Deep Throat may 
well have been the subject of negative stories 
by Bob, which would facilitate the cover, I 
doubted this would necessitate the degree of 
bad press Colson bad actually received. As I 
reflected on the unique information about 
Ehrtichmarf s ordering Hunt out of town, I 
bad to acknowledge that this tidbit had 
moved well into the area of gossip by the time 
Deep Throat gave it to Woodward, which was 
almost five months after it bad happened. 
Any number of people could have heard it by 
that time. 

Leonard Garment had made by list for sev- 
eral reasons. When I had dug out afl the arti- 
cles that Bob Woodward bad written for the 
Post prior to Watergate, I discovered a lot of 
articles about doctors profiting from 
Medicaid, violationsof the 1972 federal price 
and rent freeze — stories from the district of 
Colombia that struck me as the sort of 
goings-on Leu Garment would have known 
about. Had Len tipped his friend to get him 
started as a cub reporter at the Post ? I won- 
dered. Another persuasive element was that 
Len fit my image of the perfect Deep Throat, 
for if there ever was a keeper of the moral and 
ethical code at the Nixon White House, Gar- 
ment bad the keys. He was an honorable 
man. a person with a true conscience about 
wtat was right and wrong. His outrage over 
Watergate could have driven him to teak. 

While nothing had changed my impression 
of Garment, I tod never been able to find a 
due — anywhere — that had much informa- 
tion about Watergate until the spring of 
1973, when he took over my post as counsel 
to the president. While I could not keep Len's 
name in a primary candidacy . for Deep 
Throat, neither could I simpty remove him. 

Jon Rose was a remote possibility whom 
r d included because he’d stopped me outside 
the White House within a few weeks of the 
Watergate break-in to tell me he’d learned 
something about where the Watergate burg- 
lars might have purchased their electronic 
bugging equipment. He' d displayed a surpris- 
ing degree of interest. And when I later 
learned that to too was a Yale graduate, it 
gave him a sufficient tie to Woodward for 
inclusion. Also. Jon’s father, Washington 
lawyer Chappy Rose, later became a behind- 
the-scenes consultant to the White House, 
following the unraveling of the cover-up in 
the spring of 1973. Therefore Jon could have 
had access to Deep Throat-quality informa- 
tion. He would have to remain on the list until 
I found a reason to disqualify Kim. 

. Alexander Haig was a- true insider at the 
Nixon White House, one of those bureauc- 
rats who knew bits and pieces of everyone’s 
business and what was going on. He worked 
the gossip grapevine like a master, so he cer- 
tainly “could” have known. AD I knew about 
Haig was what r d picked up while working at 
the White House, and, although my earlier 
check of his whereabouts had shown he was 
out of the country for a vital meeting, given 
the information that my source. Deep 
Thought (Deep Thought is actually two per- 
sons, two excellent sources within The 
Washington Post. / named my source Deep 
Thought because both men are very cartful, 
cautious, thoughtful individuals) tod shared 
about deliberate distortions of feet in AM the 
President's Men, I couldn't remove Haig 
from my list without learning more about the 
man. 

I considered what it was I was doing. 
Clearly, at one level it was a game — purely 
the unraveling of a mystery for the sake of the 
solution. Testing myself against the odds. A 
bit of the “ toy-k>ok-ar-ine-r ve-done-if ’ 
syndrome. But there was more to it than that, 
for I had always found it unsettling that Deep 
Throat’s information was taken Cor feet by so 
many people. I tod no desire to contest either 
the Post or Woodward. But I knew from 
traveling the country to lecture that, of all the 
books about Watergate, probably the best- 
read — and most-read — book, particularly 
by young people on campuses, was AM the 
President ’s Men. Many times Td been asked 
questions that had come directly from Deep 
Throat 1 s misstatements of feet, and I tod told 
Bob Woodward that I was bothered by this 
when we’d met in the spring at the University 
of Massachusetts. I believed that only the 
disrobing of bis friend would resolve both the' 
errors and why they were there.

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New education program 

U.S. kids seeing world in candy bars

NEW YORK (AP) — In order to learn 
more about the world, 10-year-old 
schoolchildren in New York City are looking 
at their candy bars in a new way. 

“ What would happen,” the teacher asks, 
“if there were a dock strike in Africa or trig 
forest fires in Canada?” 

The answer the manufacturer might not 
be able to get enough chocolate to make the 
bar or enough paper for the wrapper — some- 
thing most children don't think about when 
they bite into a piece of candy. 

“The kids are seeing that there is a world in 
their candy bars,” said Elliot Salow, director 
of social studies for the city school system. 

Die lesson is a simple example of a nation- 
wide campaign to fight provincialism in 
American schools and give seboolwork an 
international scope. The concept, known as 
' global education, was fostered by reports that 
40 pfefeent of American high school seniors 
could not find Egypt on a map of the world 
and only one in 20 public high school students 
studies a second language beyond the second 
year. 

Some studies noted that even many special- 
ists in the U.S. State Department and the 
military can’ t speak the language of their field 
— something that caused problems when 
Iranian students overran the U.S. Embassy in 
Tehran in 1 979. As a result, global education 
is catching on in big cities and small towns 
alike, and about a dozen high schools offer 
special international programs. 

“ Americans need to know more about the 
rest of the world or we are going to be increas- 
ingly at to mercy,” says Rose Hayden, execu- 
tive director of the National Council on Fore- 
ign Language and International Studies, 
which for the past two years has promoted 
global education. The council was established 
to cany out the recommendations of a presi- 
dential commission, which found in 1979 that 
Americans were sorely lacking in language 
and the ability to understand cultures 
other than their own. 

Congressman Paul Simon, author of the 
book The Tongue - Tied American, sees tbe 
problem as a threat to national security and 
international trade. Tbe Democrat from 
Illinois is trying to get a bill through the U-S- 
Congress offering incentives to schools for 
teaching foreign languages. 

“ I think we have to be looking at security in 
more than simply weapon systems terms,” 
Simon said. “You achieve security not only 
by having bombers and nuclear warheads, 
but. by having an understanding of people so 
that they (the weapons) are not used.” 

Rather than setting up new courses, global 
education generally gives all courses a world 
perspective — by using foreign currencies in 
mathematics clashes, for instance, or reading 


translations of written works from other 
countries in literature classes. 

The reason America, a laud of immigrants 
from all over the world, became so provincial 
is to dominant position in recent history, says 
Pamela Wilson, director of Development for 
Global Perspectives in Education in New 
York. "We continued to see ourselves as the 
major player on the world stage,” she said. 
"We were the most powerful and the 
wealthiest nation and we dictated interna- 
tional policy for many years. 

“But we've seen other countries, like 
Japan, become more powerful and farmers 
now know what it means to cut off grain to the 
Soviets,” she said. 

There is no precise count on bow many 
schools are involved, but Miss Wilson esti- 
mates there axe more than 200 global educa- 
tion programs around the country, which has 
about 17,000 school districts. 

Although the overall concept grew from 
the ideas of planners and the findings of tbe 
presidential commission, the impetus in local 
public schools is usually practical. In Atlanta, 
Georgia, school officials grew alarmed when 
they realized that the city was becoming a 
major trade center and few Atlantans were 
equipped to take advantage of careers with 
the international firms settling there. So, tbe 
city set up a special program in international 
studies in its North Fulton high school, a 
program to director, Ann GoeUner, says is 
regarded as a “prototype international high 


school." “The program prepares people to be 
good citizens of an international city,” Miss 
GoeUner said. “In four years, you learn 
everything you need to learn in high school 
education, with a strong international com- 
ponent.” 

The school requires four years of a foreign 
language, which is unusual in the United 
States at the secondary school level. In the 
1 960s, student protests called for less restric- 
tive college curriculum. Colleges and univer- 
sities began eliminating language require- 
ments, among others. Since colleges no 
longer required languages, secondary schools 
lessened their emphasis on them also. 

The Atlanta program also offers courses in 
intetcultural communication and negotiation 
and diplomacy, as well as injecting a world 
perspective in&8 more standard courses of 
history and literature. 

In American history, for instance, students 
learn that at the same time black slaves were 
being freed in the United States,- serfs were 
gaining their freedom in Russia. Miss Goell- 
ner said. 

The school also is starting a program lead- 
ing to the international baccalaureate (IB* 
degree, which is administered by an educa- 
tional council in Geneva, Switzerland, and is 
recognized by universities in Europe. 

Public high schools in New York City. Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio and other cities already offer 
the IB degree, which requires a far more 
rigorous academic preparation than the stan- 
dard American high school diploma.

The only other one who springs 
readily to mind is Jacques Chirac in Paris.”

But it’s really quto a bother for me to take 
my own pressure. Is it absolutely essential for hypertensive patients to 
take their own pressure? — Mrs. L. 

Derr Mrs. L_- Ifs not essential, but in some cases, h helps the 
doctor estimate the true readings and tbe effects of medication. 
Sometimes the patienfs pressure taken in tbe doctor 7 s office is 15-20 
points higher because of the patient’s apprehension. Tell your doctor 
about your problem. He may discontinue tbe need for your own 
blood pressure estimations. 

I've just received a release from the American Society of 
Anesthesjologjsts that will interest you. In the future, blood pressure 
measurements may be taken from a finger! “The most important 
development in bfood pressure readings since the turn of the century 
may be a new device that continuously measures blood pressure from 
a finger, according to a team of California researchers.” The device 
was reported as accurate by Dr. N. TV Smith of the University of 
QrfHhmifl. it consists of a small inflatable cuff that fits around a 
patient’s fingpr or- thumb. Don’t expect this method to be in use very 
soon, but it has interesting posssMities. It may do away with meas- 
uzements by arm-cuff and stethoscope,

Dear Mrs. G-* Outpatient surgery, in which the patient returns 
home the same day as the operation, is becoming more popular. But 
in some patients, tbe effects of tbe anesthesia don’ t entirely disappear 
on the first day. Ifs not v- usual that drowsiness and weakness wifi 
occur. For this reason, better not plan on driving home by yourself. If 
your husband can't make it, haws a friend drive you home. 

Dear Dr. Stemcrohn: I need mqjorsmgery and am ticketed to enter 
fl»e hospital within a few weeks- My question Is this WiB smoking hurt 
my chances? Fm so nervous that FB be smoking right up to the time 
they pot me on tbe operating table. —Mrs. Y. 

Dear Mrs. Y- Yes, smoking will hurt. Smoking will interfere with 
tbe oxygen-carrying capacity of tbe Wood. Better quit smoking at 
least 12 hours before surgery. Recently, tests with chronic smokers 
showed that carbon monoxide from cigarette smoke decreased 
oxygen-carry. It combines with the hemagk>bm of the blood, and 
prevents tbe hemoglobin from adequately doing its job of carrying 
oxygen to the various organs of the body. But if you stop smoking 12 
hours before surgery, the carbon monoxide is quickly cleared from 
the Wood.

But I don’t like bis politics. He has a 1940c, 
1950s right-wing attitude to government: the 
leader is picked and then that’s that until the 
next election.” 

Re-elected last month. Drapeau. a 63- 
year-old workaholic who gets into the office 
before most city hall employees bave even 
had breakfast, refers to his system of running 
the city as "disciplined democracy.” He 
writes up to 12.000 letters a year to people 
who pen grievances to him. 

He has lambasted for S 1 billion deficit tbe 
city was left with after the Olympics, and’ 
criticized during Expo 67 for bidding fences 
around the slums so visitors could not see the 
poorer side of Montreal. But he still has the 
citizens firmly behind him and argues: 
“There is only one thing people would have 
told against me — banality, tbe common- 
place. They would never forgive this.” 

Drapeau 1 s grandiose schemes — his latest 
ambition is to bave a high-speed train service 
set up between Montreal airport and down- 
town New York — are undoubtedly vote- 
catchers and be candidly admits: “Believe 
me, people would rather pay for the Olymp- 
ics than a housing project.” 

He rose to power in 1954 as a crusading 
reformer who reorganized the police 
department and attacked organized crime. 
Auf der Maur recalls: “He was the big hero in 
the 1950s. cleaning out all the corruption. 
Hus place used to be Tijuana North where 
New Yorkers came to have ftm. It was a wild 
city. We were carrying on like the last sum- 
mer of tiie prohibition era ” 

The great showman polled off a major 
coup in getting Montreal to host Expo 67. 
recognized as one of the most successful 
world exhibitions and hailed by Canadians as 
a milestone in casting aside their provincial 
differences. 

He did it again in 1976. fighting off Lns 
Angeles and Moscow to host the Olympic 
Games. So meticulous was his attention to 
detail that he even checked the stocking size 
and preferred perfumes of tbe secretaries of 
each International Olympic Committee 
(IOC) member. 

A master politician with a conspiratorial 
turn, he remains .one of the most famous but 
least-known men in Canada. To many it is a 
mystery he never wanted to enter national 
politics, courted as he was by both Liberal 
and Conservative leaders in Ottawa.

Brazil, IMF reach 
accord on $4.5b loan

RIO DE JANEIRO, Dec. 13 (R) — Brazil 
has reached basic agreement with the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) on conditions 
for a $4.5 billion loan ami hopes to submit a 
formal application by neat Friday, a govern- 
ment statement said. 

■ The announcement, late on Saturday, fol- 
lowed more than six hours of talks between 
the country’s top economic officials and an 
IMF mission studying the Brazilian economy . 
The statement, by the finan ce and planning 
ministries, said Brazil hoped to draw die first 
part of the loan by Feb. 1. 

It gave no details of die talks but said: “At 
the end of the meeting there was agreement 
in principle on die universal objectives of the 
economic policy formulated by the Brazilian 
government for 1983." 

Brazil, Latin America’s largest country, is 
fighting to maintain payments on a foreign 
debt estimated unofGaaliy at around $85 bil- 
lion. It requested some $6 billion from the 
fund. 

! The main part would be $4.5 billion spread 
Over three years from the extended fund faefl- 


riy on a type of loan which requires IMF 
approval of the governments economic 
policies. 

Brazil follows Mexico and Argentina in 
applying to the fond. So far it has honored its 
debt servicing payments, helped by a $1.2 
billion “bridging” loan from die U.S. treas- 
ury. 


The country came near to crisis after the 
Mexican debt default in August' when inter- 
national commercial banks withdrew from 
lending in droves. 

The IMF loans will cover only part of 
BraziT s $18 billion foreign borrowing needs 
in 1 982, but the government hopes die fund's 
approval of its plans for 1 983 win encourage 
commercial banks, die main source of credit, 
to resume lending. 

The external director of the central bank, 
Jose Madeira Serano. told a bankers’ lunch in 
Sao Paulo on Friday that Brazil bad sum- 
moned representatives of all its main cre- 
ditors to a meeting in New York on Dec. 20 to 
explain its negotiations with the IMF. 


EEC shifts emphasis to coal 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 13 (R) — Coal, both 
from. West European mines and from 
countries like Poland, South Africa and the 
United States, co old turn out to be Europe’s 
energy source of the future. 

Coal is the only source of energy avail- 
able in real abundance in the 10-nation 
L European Economic Community. 

The Common Market’s coal reserves, 
; estimated at about 90 billion tons, are 
almost 10 times greater than its combined 
o3 and natural gas reserves, officials say. 
'But coal accounts for only 21 percent of the 
^community's energy consumption. 

So for, calls for heavy spending on new 
coal production have been resisted by gov- 
ernments because of the high cost com- 
pared with cheaper imported oil and gas, 
diplomats say. 

- But the Soviet gas pipeline controversy 
and the unstable political situation in the 
Middle East have aroused fears about the 
future reliability of imported energy sup- 
plies, they add. As a result, for the first rime 
in years. Common Market energy ministers 
are to hold a special meeting on coal in 
Copenhagen on Thursday. 

Community officials believe a political 


decision now to push coal into the forefront 
of an energy policy could guarantee the 
resources needed when deposits of North 
Sea o3 and gas are exhausted. But they 
acknowledge that the ministers will have to 
balance up carefully the different needs of 
producers, consumers and importers. 

A major obstacle in the way of a strategic 
coal policy lies in what member states — 
including coal producers Britain, West 
Germany, France and Belgium — see as the 
high cost of developing the community's 
own industry, diplomats say. 

The bulk of the community’s coal lies at 
the bottom of deep mines and most of it, 
largely for geological reasons, is more 
expensive to exploit than imports from 
overseas suppliers. 

It is also more difficult to handle and 
transport than ofl and over-rapid develop- 
ment is likely to cause severe environmental 
problems, community officials say. These 
problems are compounded by present dif- 
ficulties in the community’s industry, which 
employs about 335,000 people. 

High labor costs and uneconomic mines 
have resulted in a 10 percent fall in produc- 
tion over the last nine years.

Vietnam’s economy sliding to back out from 


ANKARA. Dec. 13 (R) — Turkey Mon- 
day imposed a 15 percent levy on die import 
of 45 products from the European Economic 
Community, mostly iron and steel goods on a 
move widely regarded as retaliatory to restr- 
ictions on Turkish textile exports. 

Turkey has complained hfrtexiy against a 
ban imp osed by the community on Turkish 
T-shirts and has been threatening to retaliate 
for the past two months. 

Sunday’s announcement in the official 
government gazette made no mention of the 
dispute and referred to the levy as a fond. 

Turkey, which has an 18-year-old associa- 
tion agreement with the Common Market, 
imposed a similar levy in March this year in a 
dispute over cotton yam, but lifted it in 
August when agreement was reached on 
import quotas for the yam. 

The ban on T-shirts was imposed in July 
because Turkey had more than doubled its 
exports in the first six months of this year 
compared with the same period m 1981. 


Cathay operates 
on Rolls engines 


MANAMA, Dec43 (SP) — Cathay Pacific 
Airways has become the world’s firstmterna- 
tional scheduled airline operating exclusively 
with the world famous Rolls-Royce RB211 
engines, according to a press release here. 

The Hong Kong based carrier operates 
fleet of Boeing 747s, and Lockheed L101 1 
super Tristars, all powered by the Rolls 
Royce RB21 1 engines on its network of ser- 
vices that currently extend throughout Asia, 
Australia, Hie Middle East, Europe and the 
United Kingdom. 


HANOI, Dec. 13 (AFP) — Faced with an 
economy on the verge of collapse, Vietnam’s 
planners this year first introduced a partial 
liberalization, then tightened the screws 
again in the face of mounting c orrup tion, 
smuggling and theft spawned by the parallel 
free market economy. 

The tighter controls, announced at the Vie- 
tnamese Communist Party's fifth congress 
last March, began in the south last summer, 
mainly in Ho On MSnh City — formerly 
Saigon — and spread to the entire country. 

Since last month, the press has been mobil- 
ized for a campaign on “market manage- 
ment” that stresses the need for pragmatism, 
but warns a gainst anarchy. 

The “liberalization’’ of private business, 
instead of complementing the Socialist 
economy, has become a dangerous rival in a 
country which has more than six million job- 
less under 30, and where salaries are 
extremely low. 

Small businesses have mushroomed, often 
involving all sorts of trafficking, corruption, 
smuggling and theft have reappeared on a 
large scale, and the situation is worsened by 
skyrocketing prices and runaway inflation. 

On the black market, the U.S. dollar 
fetches 10 times its official rate. Business has 
picked , up, but at the expense of Socialist 
orthodoxy. Social inequalities have widened 
and salaried workers, particularly state emp- 
loyees suffer the most 

The Communist Party newspaper Nkan 
Don recently published a series of editorials 
on trade and market management reaffirm- 
ing the need for a private sector “at the pres- 
ent stage." But the paper also made dear that 
“in a Socialist regime, the free market can in 
no way be a part of the capitalist market” and 
must be “under the control of the Socialist 
state. 

“Because of the actual historical condi- 
tions of the transition period, we accept and 
maintain at a certain level some capitalist 


elements, but only in the production sector 
and not in the trade sector, paitxmlariy fore- 
ign trade Nbo* Dm said. 

Two days later, the paper demanded

smugglers,” saying this was “one of the most 
pressing tasks of economic management.”

Romania sees trade gain at $ 1.8b 


VIENNA, Dec. 13 (R) — Romania 
expects a trade surplus this year of at least. 
$1.8 billion after a $300 million surplus in 
1981, Foreign Minister Vasfle Pungan said, 
the official Agerpres news agency has 
reported. 

This year’s surplus was achieved despite a 
failure to exportas much as had been plan- 
ned, Pungan noted. He* blamed the export 
shortfall on the difficult world trade climate 
and on shortcomings at home.

BRUSSELS, Dec. 13 (R) — European 
Economic Community foreign ministers 
Monday approved measures to cut produc- 
tion and set target prices in the steel 
industries of member-nations and were due 
to agree on tough trade proposals on Japan.

ADELAIDE, Australia, Dec. 13 (AP) — 
Three Australian Test cricketers were Mon- 
day fined a total of 1,300 Australian dollars 
for commenting on the game in contraven- 
tion of Australian Cricket Board regulatio ns.

Border was reported for breaching his 
Pakistan tour contract by commenting on the 
tour within three months of its completion, 
and was fined 600 Australian dollars. 

Lillee was fined 500 Australian dollars for 


commenting in three articles on the selection 
prospects of other players, while Marsh 
received a 200 Australian dollar fine for a 
similar offence in two published articles. 

The action against the players was taken 
after Richards was asked to report the alleged 
breaches to cricket committee co-ordinator 
Bob Merriman, who adjudicated the matters. 

Richards said the Board had been unable 
to avoid taking the disciplinary action while 
the Test was in progress." Even though it is in 
the middle of a match we had to do it because 
of the availability of Bob Menimao, who has 
work commitments after the Test," he said. 

The players concerned have the right of 
.appeal, which must be exercised within 24 
hours of the decision.

There are plays a declarer 
occasionally makes that seem 
foolish at the time and yet pro- 
ve to be astonishingly suc- 
cessful. When these {days are 
analyzed, though, it usually 
turns out that declarer knew 
exactly what be was doing, 
and that what appeared to be 
an astonishing play was ac- 
tually based on nothing more 
than simple logic. 

Consider this deal where 
Sooth got to five clubs and 
West led a diamond. Declarer 
took the diamond with the jack 


and played a low trump, won 
in dummy with the jack. 

South then returned to his 
hand with a spade and led 
anothe/ low trump. West 
again followed low whereupon 
declarer played the nine from 
dummy! When the nine held. 
South continued with the 
queen of trumps and thus 
made the contract. His only 
losers were a club and a heart. 

How come South was smart 
enough to finesse the nine of 
trumps? No, it was not 
because he caught a glimpse 
of West’s hand; on the con- 
trary, it was because he 
deduced that West's plays con- 
vincingly indicated he had 
started with the A-10-8-5 of 
trumps. 

From declarer’s viewpoint, 
there could be no good reason 
for West to lead a diamond 
rather than a heart unless the 
diamond was a singleton. This 
inference at trick one was ■ 
reinforced at trick four when 
declarer led a second round of 
trumps towards dummy's Q-9 
and West again followed low. 

It was now extremely 
unlikely that West had a 
singleton diamond and the A- 
8-5 of trumps. Why? Because 
in that case, West would cer- 
tainly have gone up with the - 
ace and tried to put partner on 
lead with a heart in order to 
get a diamond return. It 
followed that West’s original 
trump bolding was the A-10-&- 
5, and that finessing dummy's 
nine was the only sensible 
thing to do.

Israel plays proxy 
for U.S. in Honduras 
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TEGUCIGALPA, Dec. 13 (ONS) — 
Hondurans were just getting over the lightn- 
ing visit of U.S. President Ronald Reagan 
when they found an even more controversial 
figure in their midst — Israeli Defense Minis- 
ter Ariel Sharon. 

Sharon arrived a week ago with a high- 
level entourage, including Gen. David Ivry, 
head of the Israeli Air Force, and Aharon Bet 
Alajmi, director general of the Defense 
Ministry. Unlike Reagan's much-heralded 
arrival two days before, this visit was utterly 
unannounced. 

Honduras has diplomatic relations with 
Israel, but not at ambassador level, and the 
visit has amazed everyone here, particularly 
as Sharon has been seeing all the civilian and 
military leaders in the country. On Tuesday 
be had talks with the chief of the armed 
forces, Gen. Gustavo Alvarez (who certainly 
knew in advance of the Israelis arrival), and 
with the civilian president. Dr. Roberto 
Suazo Cordoba. 

Israel already has an agreement with Costa 
Rica to help it build up its internal security, 
and it is clear with this last visit that Israel is 
playing an increasingly prominent role in 
Central America as a proxy for the United 
States when it is politically too delicate for the 
latter to provide as much military support or 
intelligence backing as the Reagan administ- 
ration deems necessary.

Crocker, Ilyichev 
‘discuss Cubans’ 

WASHINGTON. Dec. 13 (AFP) — U.S. 
assistant secretary of state for African affairs. 
Chester Crocker, discussed the presence of 
Cuban troops in Angola and independence 
for Namibia in talks lak week in Moscow with 
the Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister Leonid 
Ilyichev, The Washington Post reported. 

State Department spokeswoman Anita 
Stockman said die aim of last Wednesday’s 
meeting had been to discuss problems of 
mutual interest such as southern Africa. 

The Post said the United States had wished 
to inform the Soviet government about the 
state of the N amib ia independence negotia-- 
tioos and to try to convince the Kremlin to 
stay neutral if progress were made. 

The Moscow meeting took place on the 
same day as other talks in the Cape Verde 
islands between South Africa's foreign and 
defense ministers and an Angolan govern- 
ment delegation. The security of the 
Angola-Namibia border and the resumption 
of electricity supplies to Angola were also 
discussed in Moscow, the Post said. 

Ouoting a high State Department official, 
the newspaper said the presence of Cuban 
troops had been raised and Washington 
wanted to make sure the Kremlin realized 
that the United States had no strategic inter- 
ests in the Southern part of Africa. The 
Washington Post said Crocker had had two 
meetings with Ilyichev over recent weeks.

Pretoria radio 
resents criticism 

JOHANNESBURG, Dec. 13 (AFP) — 
South Africa's state-controlled broadcasting 
network, SABC, hit back at international cri- 
ticism of last week’s attack on Lesotho which 
killed 41 persons. 

The reaction to the raid on the Lesothan 
capital of Maseru against what Pretoria said 
were “terrorist bases” of the anti-apartheid 
African National Congress was “Air judged, 
hypocritical and hysterical,*' SABC com- 
mented, adding that this “hysteria** can be 
expected to reach its crescendo in the debate 
called by Lesotho at the United Nations. 

On criticism from the United States, the 
commentary said that “all men of good wflT’ 
would share the State Department’ s view that 
h was urgent to resolve southern Africa's 
problems “through negotiation and concilia- 
tion.” 

“But Washington should know as well as 
any others the limits to negotiation and con- 
ciliation when dealing with the Soviet Union 
and its agents,” SABC said. The commentary 
also said that Britain had no right to give 
lessons of beating “terrorism" at a time 
“when the victims of political violence are 
being buried in Northern Ireland.” 

SABC stressed the unanimous welcome 
for the raid from the South African press and 
political parties, including the liberal opposi- 
tion Progressive Federal Party. They had all 
deplored the need for military action and the 
loss of innocent lives K but had recognized that 
it was unavoidable “to act against threats to 
the safety of South Africa and its people,* 1 the 
commentary said. 

Lanka floods claim 33 

COLOMBO, Dec. 1 3 (AFP) — A total of 
33 persons are reported to have died and 
thousands are homeless after heavy rains 
caused massive flooding in Sri Lanka. The 
armed forces have mounted an emergency 
rescue operation in three flood-ravaged dis- 
tricts where over 30,000 persons have been 
affected, official sources said. 

The disaster has also threatened a national 
referendum scheduled for Dec. 22 to seek 
approval- for the extension of the term of the 
current parliament by another six years. Most 
schools and other public buildings in flood- 
hit areas were to serve as polling booths, but 
are now being used to house displaced per- 
sons or have been cut off by flood waters.

British women demonstrators removed 


GREEN HAM COMMON, England, 
Dec. 13 (R) — Police moved in Monday to 
clear hundreds of women campaigning 
against nuclear weapons who were trying to 
blockade a U.S. missile base. The disused 
World War II base at Green ham Common, 
80 kilometers west of London, is being 
developed by the United States to take 96 
of the 160 Cruise and Pershing missiles due 
to be deployed in Britain from December 
next year. 

Some ju.uuu women Sunday staged a 
huge demonstration at the base and about 
1,000 stayed overnight to attempt to pre- 
vent personnel and supplies from moving in 
and out. Police moved in at dawn Monday 
V jo clear a path through the main gate for five' 


busloads of base workers, mainly Ameri- 
cans. 

They picked up dozens of women lying or 
sitting in front of the gates and dumped 
them onto muddy ground some distance 
away and then formed a double file for the 
buses to speed through. Police were deter- 
mined to prevent trouble, a spokesman 
said, and would seek to keep traffic moving 
while permitting the women their right to 
protest. One woman was injured when a bus 
ran over her foot and a policeman was 
slightly hurt when be slipped while canying 
away a protester. 

Anti-nuclear ' campaigners have main- 
tained a makeshift camp, sleeping in tents 


outside the base, for more than a year in a 
protest since copied outside similar bases in 
other NATO countries. 

The campaign, said by its organizers to be 
non-political but with links to Britain's 
campaign for nuclear disarmament, reflects 
growing unrest in Western Europe about 
the deployment of the missiles. NATO 
plans to station 572 U.S. cruise and Persh- 
ing missiles in Europe as a counter to Soviet 
missiles targeted on Europe. -

Peace activists vow to resist U.S. missiles 


ATHENS, Dec. 13 (R) — Western 
Europe's peace movements, m an apparent 
compromise over strategy, agreed Sunday to 
press for limited nuclear-free rones but only 
where this would represent real political 
progress. 

At the end of a three-day conference on 
denuclearization, campaigners representing 
more than 20 European anti-nuclear groups 
also pledged in a joint statement to continue 
all-out resistance to deploying U.S. Cruise 
and Pershmg-2 missiles in Western Europe. 

East Europe was represented only by two 
Romanian and one Yugoslavian delegates. 
The Greek host group, Keadea, had hoped 
the conference would bring groups from 
across the Soviet bloc. 

France to press 
for Viet pullout 

KUALA LUMPUR. Dec. 13 (AFP) — 
France would “relentlessly press for 
implementation of the United Nations resol- 
utions” calling for the withdrawal of foreign 
forces from both Cambodia and Afghanistan, 
French Prime Minister Pierre Mauroy said 
Monday. 

Mauroy, speaking at a state banquet 
hosted by Malaysian Prime Minister 
Mahathir Muhammad, said that France con- 
demned the occupation of any country by 
foreign troops. He expressed support for the 
Malaysian concept of developing Southeast 
Asia into a zone of peace, freedom and 
neutrality and said: “For such a turn of events 
(to take place, there must be a continuing 
dialogue among all parties concerned, to 
which France, when the time comes, will be 
ready to contribute.” 

Mauroy, who has an extensive and detailed 
discussions with Mahathir earlier on regional 
problems, particularly the Cambodian issue. 

Helmut Kohl tablet 
confidence motion 

BONN. Dec. 13 (R) — West German 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl formally tabled a 
motion Monday for a vote of confidence 
which he plans deliberately to lose on Friday, 
opening the way for early elections March 6, 

A parliamentary spokesman confirmed 
that the motion had been submitted to Bun- 
destag (lower house) Speaker Richard 
Stuecklen in accordance with article 68 of the 
constitution. Under this procedure, the fed- 


De legates said the condition the confer- 
ence had attached to establishing nuclear- 
free zones reflected the feeling of many cam- 
paigners that existing proposals for Umited 
denuclearization' did nothing to reduce the 
risk of war. They included a proposal from 
NATO Supreme Commander Gen. Bernard 
Rogers to reduce the number of short-range 
nuclear weapons in West Germany, they 
added. 

A majority of delegates thought this would 
simply give more importance to long and 
medium-range nuclear weapons which some 
argued could be even less effective as deter- 
rents than short-range nuclear arms. 

Delegates were more divided over Swedish 


government proposals to set up 150 kilomet- 
ers nuclear-free strip on eitner side of the 
1 Iron Curtain' in the hope that it coukl be 
widened. Many delegates thought the idea 
should be ^jven a chance but the Nether- 
lands’ powerful peacf movement expressed 
strong reservations, conference sources said. 

A conference statement said the Yugoslav 
and Romanian representatives had agreed 
with Keadea to organize simultaneous rallies 
in Belgrade, Bucharest and Athens next year 
in favor of making the Balkans a nuclear-free 
zone. Greek .Prime Minister Andreas 
Pa pan dr eu. who addressed the opening ses- 
sion 1 of the conference Friday, has said he 
hopes a Balkan summit on denuclearizing the 
peninsula can be held in the next 1 8 months. 


Nicaraguans scream for revenge 


MANAGUA, Dec. 13 (R) — Anti- 
American feeling mounted in Nicaragua over 
charges that U.S.-backed guerrillas shot 
down a helicopter in which 75 children and 
nine women died. 

Umberto Ortega, defense minister in the 
leftist government, told about 60,000 mour- 
ners massed in Managua's revolutionary 
plaza that the crash was a result of aggression 
against Nicaragua by the United States and 
“Somocistas,” rightist followers of the late 
dictator Anascasio Somoza. 

Nicaragua has long accused Washington 
and Honduras of trying to overthrow it by 
arming and training rightist guerrillas in bases 
in Honduras. During Ortega's speech the 
mourners screamed for revenge, shouting: 
“give us arms to fight the murderers on the 
border.” 

The helicopter was carrying 78 Mislrito 
Indian children and 10 mothers from villages 
along the tense Honduran-Nicaraguan bor- 
der to relocation camus deep inside the 
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country. The airlift was aimed at removing 
them from the danger of border raids by 
Hdnduran-based rightists. 

The helicopter crashed on Thursday in the 
nigged Ayapal region in northern Nicaragua. 
Although it has yet to be confirmed that the 
craft was shot down, the Nicaraguan Defense 
Ministry has ruled out overloading as the 
cause of the crash as the Soviet-s up p lied 
MT-8 chopper was 1,500 pounds under its 
cargo weight capacity. 

Government officials said two helicopters 
were .shot at last October from ground posi- 
tions in Ayapal and a second helicopter which 
flew over the Ayapal 30 minutes after the 
crash was also attacked by artillery foe. 

Church groups also reproached the United 
States for the crash and said it should be held 
at least indirectly responsible for the tragedy. 
The director of the Christian Evangelical 
Organization. in Nicaragua condemned the. 
crash as a “crime caused by North American 
imperialism against Nicaragua.”

ZURICH, Switzerland. Dec. 13 (Ageh- 
cies) — A former Surinam government 
minis ter and top international soccer official 
has been executed in the Wake of a reported 
planned coop in the South American nation, 
according to the International Football Fed- 
eration. 

Andres Kamperveen. the federation's vice 
president and a past minister of culture, 
youth and sport, “was brought beforevan ; 
execution squad and shot;" the organization, 
known by its French acronym FIFA, said in a 
communique Monday.
